CLAIMS 



A telecommunications mast installation comprising a mast supporting a 
fi /^telecommunications antenna and a foundation structure supporting the 
mast, the foundation structure being in the form of an enclosed chamber 
situated at feast partially underground and defining an internal space which 
is accessible to personnel and which accommodates electronic equipment 
associated with operation of the antenna.
